Two More Misunderstandings Exposed 


The common but mistaken perception of the Order of Nine Angles (O9A, ONA) is that of a satanist and neo-nazi 
movement or group. This exoteric (dhir/zahr/zahir) perception has been fostered since 2018 by the Establishment 
through their ‘policy groups' such as the Combating Terrorism Center and the Counter Extremism Project, by the mass 
media, and by the tertiary source Wikipedia; {1} and fostered for decades by anti-fascists. Which exoteric perception 
is now not only that of the vast majority of people but also of academics as evident in three essays about the O9A 
published in 2023. {2} 


This failure, even by academics, to find the esoteric (batin) O9A is in many ways one of the signs of our era when the 
committance of fallacies such as the fallacy of appeal to authority and the fallacy of ad populum {3} is common and 
when disingenuous propaganda by ‘policy groups’ and others is readily believed. In addition, as someone wrote in 2017 
in regard to the OYA, 


"such a confusion in great numbers is one of the stated purposes of the Labyrinthos Mythologicus, and it is 
what makes it inherently elitist at every level. That is to say, it is not elitist because it brags or because there 
is an authority denying entry, but because it asks from the practitioner a wide variety of abilities, at least in 
potential, and the willingness to develop them through hard work. 


Some of these are stated explicitly, and others are required by the sheer complexity or lack of explanations 
of certain things, which end up pushing the seriously interested practitioner to find ways, bridge gaps, 
interpret and discover [their] own unique way. Being unable to do so, either out of incompetence or mental 
intransigence, is to be culled by the design of the ONA, or to be culled out of the loop by one's own 
mediocrity, incapacity or emotional blockage and blinding (often the case among clever occultists)." {4} 


Such a Labyrinthos Mythologicus is somewhat reminiscent of the puzzles and tests often used by some Western 
security services - and GCHQ in England - to distinguish suitable candidates for possible recruitment, with some O9A 
texts even providing a clue, in the form of a term, as to what the esoteric OYA is: a sinister-numinous tradition. 


The term sinister-numinous - sometimes spelled sinisterly-numinous - provides the context for how, esoterically, the 
O9A understands both satan and neo-nazism. 


Satan And The O9A 


The common perception of the O9A as satanist arose from: (i) considering polemics about satanism not as propaganda 
and dialectical, and thus as a learning opportunity, but as the core of the O9A, and (ii) misunderstanding one stage of 
the practical Seven Fold Way - that of External Adept, with its time-limited (c. twelve and eighteen months) experiential 
learning through an Insight Role and its also time-limited (c. twelve and eighteen months) experiential learning of 
forming one's own ritual nexion, and misunderstanding using a text such as the Black Book of Satan, but as the core of 
the OYA and its core praxis. 


After such a learning, the External Adept, leaving 'satanism' and their nexion behind, {5} moves on to the next stage, 
that of Internal Adept which involves living alone in the wilderness for at least three months. {6} 


For the core praxis of the O9A is the decades-long Seven Fold Way with its experiential learning (&vo6oc) involving 
experience of both the ‘sinister’ and the 'numinous' which are temporal perceiverations, temporal experiences, aspects 
of The Unity, with the Seven Fold Way a enantiodromia, a balancing (4ppEVvdOnAuG) in the individual of the masculous 
and the muliebral which had been separated as described in the ancient Corpus Hermeticum {7} and which balancing 
provides a new, an acausSal, perceiveration as described in an OYA text: 


"Their personal perceiveration is of the nameless, wordless, unity beyond our mortal, abstract, ideations of 
‘sinister’ and 'numinous’, of Left Hand Path and Right Hand Path, and also - and importantly - of ‘time’. For it 
is our ideation of 'time' - with its assumption of a possible temporal progression, via various temporary 
causal forms, toward something 'better' or more 'advanced' or more 'perfect' (in personal or supra-personal 
terms) - that underlies the magian/ patriarchal/masculous approach that has dominated, and still dominates, 
Western occultism and esotericism in general, fundamental to which is a hubriatic egoism: "the illusion that 
is the individual will". 


Aspects of the abyssal perceiveration - of the apprehension discovered by someone reborn beyond The 
Abyss - are (i) the need to balance the masculous with the muliebral; (ii) 'the aeonic perspective’; (iii) the 
importance of esoteric languages (manifest, by the O9A, in Esoteric Chant and The Star Game); and (iv) 
aeonic sorcery. 


The aeonic perspective, for instance, provides an understanding of aeonic sorcery: 


(i) Of the limitation - and the 'mortality' - of all causal forms and why, in respect of certain aeonic goals, it is 
(a) the cumulative decades and centuries long alchemical (inner) change of individuals individually (via 
pathei-mathos), and (8) mythoi, and (y) '‘numinous symbols’, which are of primary importance. For it is such 
things which presence, over long durations of causal 'time', that acausal energy which is the genesis of a 
genuine evolution, of those changes that endure beyond each mortal and beyond all collocations of mortals 
(corralled, for example, via 'empires', States, nations, ideologies, or by some leader or by some cause or 
political party). 


(ii) Of why and how each human being - each mortal - is but a nexion and thus can, via esoteric mimesis, 
restore or alter (in particular ways) what others may have, through causal forms or via their living, 
temporarily changed." {8} 


In terms of the esoteric OYA - and its historically-based pre-qabalah septenary system, its decades-long Seven Fold 
Way, and its septenary Star Game whose pieces are the nine combinations of the Paracelsian Trinity - the following 
illustrations are self-explanatory.

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Neo-Nazism And the O9A 


What applies to satanism in O9A esoteric terms also applies to the exoteric and common perception of the O9A as 
being neo-nazi. An Insight Role as a neo-nazi is but one of several suggestions for the External Adept and like all 
Insight Roles is a time-limited experiential learning that lasts between twelve and eighteen months, with the External 
Adept leaving neo-nazism behind to undertake the three or six month long ritual of Internal Adept. {6} 


Other suggested Insight Roles over the decades have included: (i) Join or form and become an active part of a covert 
insurrectionary or an open political organization of the so-called "extreme Left" or of an "anarchist" nature whose 
avowed aim is to undermine/overthrow/replace, by political means, the current Western status quo; (ii) Join the Police 
or one of the armed forces and live the active life that such a profession entails; and (iii) Join a well-established and 
traditional religious order - either Christian or Buddhist - and live the life of a monk/nun. {9} 


In addition, (i) the dissemination by the O9A of what is now a genuinely heretical version of the history of National 
Socialist Germany between 1933 and 1945, in which the Shoah is questioned, has been mistaken for the O9A 
supporting neo-nazism rather than for what it is: a heretical, antinomian, defiance; {10} as has (ii) the O9A Mass of 
Heresy - again, an antinomian defiance - been mistaken for the O9A supporting neo-nazism, given its use of the now 
banned swastika and its diabolical chants such as "Adolf Hitler was sent by our gods to guide us to greatness," and "we 
believe in the inequality of races", with all critics of such "neo-nazism" by the O9A never mentioning the rider which 
accompanies that Mass, which is: 


"It should be noted that performance of this Mass is illegal in many 'Western' countries - and in these and 
many other countries anyone who accepts and propounds the tenets outlined in this Mass renders 
themselves liable to criminal prosecution and/or persecution by the ‘authorities’. Performance of this Mass of 
Heresy in these times is as dangerous an undertaking as was performing a genuine 'Black Mass' in the era of 
Nazarene persecution/witch-hunts." 


The following also unreported clarification was included in the 2010 text titled The Secret Tasks of the Sinister Way, 


"Both the Mass of Heresy and the Rite of Defiance are intentionally heretical in our times; as well as being 
means of catharsis, and providing a practical means whereby those undertaking them can develope a 
sinister-empathy with that which and those whom are currently regarded, by Magians and mundanes and in 
a very practical way, as ‘evil’ and deserving of approbation." 


There is also the mistaken assumption that by 'magian' the O9A means 'Jews' whereas, as defined in A Glossary of 
Order of Nine Angles Terms, 


The term Magian is used to refer to the hybrid ethos of the ancient Hebrews (as manifest for instance in the 
Old Testament) and of Western hubriati, and also refers to those individuals who are Magian by either 
breeding or nature. The essence of what we term the Magian ethos is inherent in Judaism, in Nasrany, and in 


Islam. To be pedantic, we use the term Magian in preference to the more commonly used term Semitic to 
describe the ethos underlying these three major, and conventional, religions, since the term Semitic is, in our 
view, not strictly philologically correct to describe such religions. 


The Magian ethos expresses two fundamental things: (1) the notion of being "chosen" - as for example by 
"God" - and thus of having a special "destiny", and (2) the fundamental materialistic belief, the idea, of Homo 
Hubris and the Hubriati, that the individual self (and thus self identity) is the most important, the most 
fundamental, thing, and that the individual - either alone or collectively (and especially in the form of a 
nation/State) - can master and control everything (including themselves), if they have the right techniques, 
the right tools, the right method, the right ideas, the money, the power, the influence, the words. That 
human beings have nothing to fear, because they are or can be in control. {11} 


Conclusion 


It should be obvious that the common perception of the Order of Nine Angles (O9A, ONA) as neo-nazi and satanist is 
the result of either fallacies of reasoning and/or of a lack of scholarly research using O9A primary sources. {12}

Appendix One 


Common Fallacies Of Reasoning 


The Fallacy Of Appeal To Authority 


The fallacy of appeal to authority, also Known as the fallacy of Argumentum ad Verecundiam, is somewhat 
misunderstood in this age of the Internet. It is not only citing or quoting a person or persons who is/are regarded, by 
the person citing or quoting or by others, as an authority or 'expert' on a subject but also citing or quoting the opinion 
given by some institution, or 'policy/advisory group' or similar, on a subject, regardless of whether or not the ‘expert’ or 
institution or whatever has their opinion published by some means or some medium regarded as 'mainstream', 
academic, or 'respectable' or authoritative. 


The crux of the fallacy is a reliance by someone or by some others on who or what is regarded in a particular society as 
an authority on or as having a detailed or 'expert' knowledge of a subject or subjects. Thus a statement such as the 
fallacy of appeal to authority "is when the opinion of a non-expert on a topic is used as evidence" is itself fallacious 
because although it appears to be a decisive statement regarding ‘authority’ it is logically not so having not only 
restricted the fallacy to those are not 'experts' but does not define what an ‘expert’ or a ‘false expert’ is or are or who 
or what person or institution, or 'policy/advisory group’ or similar has the 'authority' to declare someone an ‘expert’ or 
a 'false expert’ in a certain subject or subjects, and from whence a person or an institution, or 'policy/advisory group' or 
similar derives their own authority to make such declarations. The corollary of the appeal to authority is personal 
research by scholarly means of a subject using primary sources. 


Fallacy Of Ad Populum 

This is when a person either ‘follows the crowd' and believes or claims that because so many others have claimed or 
believe something it is probably true, or when they are convinced, usually emotively, by a propagandist or politician or 
by some populist speaker that something is true or that someone or some many are guilty or culpable. 

Fallacy Of Argumentum ad Hominem 

This belongs to the category ignoratio elenchi. Argumentum ad hominem is when the character and/or the motives 
and/or the identity of the person presenting an argument is/are maligned or called into question often in an attempt to 
deflect attention away from the topic being discussed or from the opponents failure to answer questions asked of them 
or provide the evidence they were asked to provide. 

Fallacy of Composition 

Also known as the Fallacy of Illicit Transference. This is an example of equivocation, and is when a generalization is 
made from a few specific instances or examples with the generalization then applied to pejoratively describe or malign 
a group or organization or person. 


Fallacy Of The False Cause 


Generally referred to by the Latin phrase non causa pro causa. This fallacy is the assumption that one thing is the 
cause of another without any logical reasoning. 


Fallacy Of Incomplete Evidence 
Also known as the fallacy of suppressed evidence. This is when evidence which disproves or may disprove a claim or 


conclusion is not considered either deliberately (Suppressed evidence) or because of a lack of detailed and scholarly 
research. 


Appendix Two 


Satanism And The Black Book Of Satan In Esoteric O9A Context 


The Seven Fold Way as described in Naos is devoid of satanism both theological and ritual. Satan is mentioned in Part 
Two, Esoteric Sorcery; that is, in regard to the practical ‘External Magick/Sorcery' associated in the Seven Fold Way 
with the second stage, that of External Adept. The context is the Occult vibration of names "to create or 'draw down' a 
particular force or entity in a magickal working," with satan thus associated with the second septenary sphere, 
Mercury, with other spheres associated with other names: 


In this guise, 'satan' is one of many archetypes - or Supernatural entities - employed in External Magick. As an 
archetype associated with the sphere of Mercury it - he/she/they {6} - is/are linked to an alchemical process, and as a 
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(The heading 'Image' refers to the Major Arcana of the Tarot, as described in Naos) 
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Satan/Shaitan is thus conceived as a type of energy associated with, or which symbolizes, human lust and indulgence 
and does not have any superiority among the ‘dark gods' described in Naos, with Atazoth described as the most 
powerful of the Dark Gods and Shaitan stated to be ‘an' - not 'the' - Earth bound representative for the Dark Gods. All 
of which entities are used, evoked via sorcery, in a practical way, as a learning experience by an External Adept. The 
External Adept is then expected to leave such external sorcery behind and advance toward the next stage, that of 
Internal Adept the crux of which is the learning experience of living alone in a wilderness area for at least three 
months.

Appendix Three 


The Ritual Of Internal Adept 


The rite exists in two forms, one lasting three months, the other six months, and it is up to the candidate to decide 
which one they will undertake, and whether or not they (i) will build their own shelter and procure their own food by 
fishing, hunting, and gathering, or (ii) take a tent and sleeping bag and purchase on a monthly basis such food supplies 
as may be needed from a locality situated at a suitable walking distance (c.10 miles). Whatever length of stay or 
means of shelter and food is chosen the candidate can only take what they can carry on their own back. 


The task is to live alone in an isolated, wilderness area for the specified period with no contact with the outside world 
(except the little necessary if monthly supplies of food have to be bought) and without any modern conveniences (save 
for a tent and sleeping bag if required), with no means of measuring time (such as by a clock or watch), using only 
candles [housed in a lantern] for night-time illumination, and having no communication devices (such as a mobile 
telephone) and no means 

of reproducing music or any other form of entertainment. 


The rite is to live in such a simple way for the specified period, and it is recommended that the candidate keep a 
journal to record their thoughts, feelings, and imaginings.
